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Restrictions 
remain on 
hospital visits 


SOUTHPORT and Ormskirk Hospital NHS 
Trust bosses say that visits will continue 
to be restricted for families and friends, 
despite an end to Covid rules from this 
Thursday (February 24). 

Hospital visits were banned at the out- 
break of the Covid-19 pandemic in spring 
2020, but later reintroduced in certain 
circumstances at many hospitals. 

The government is now removing many 
of the pandemic restrictions that affect 
people’s everyday lives - but curbs on 
hospital visiting will remain in place. 

Dr Kate Clark, medical director at 
Southport and Ormskirk Hospital NHS 
Trust, said: “We know from conversations 
we have with patients’ families how dis- 
tressing it can be not being able to visit 
freely. 

“However, many of our patients are frail 
and vulnerable, and we must continue 
taking precautions to keep them safe 
while the potential for Covid infection 
remains.” 

Arrangements can be made for visits by 
appointment to some patients who need 
direct support from family and friends. 

Support visiting to a general ward is 
usually limited to one person per patient 
or two people where the patient is at the 
end of their life. 

Separate arrangements are in place for 
visits to the maternity and the children’s 
wards at Ormskirk Hospital and the 
North West Regional Spinal Injuries 
Centre at Southport Hospital. 

Other requests to visit should be dis- 
cussed with the nurse or matron in 
charge. Individual visiting plans can be 
supported in exceptional circumstances. 

Dr Clark added: “We continue to see 
deaths of patients with Covid. 

“The threat from this deadly disease has 
not gone away. We must learn to live with 
Covid and still protect those at risk.”

PLANS to build a 24-hour medical waste inciner- 
ator plant in West Lancashire have brought 
opposition from residents over concerns about 
health and pollution. 

Proposals to build the facility at an industrial 
estate off Stopgate Lane in Simonswood - which 
would burn thousands of tonnes of medical waste 
per year - have been submitted to Lancashire 
County Council. 

The company behind the plans, Culzean W2E 
Limited, state that it would be a ‘high temperature 
treatment’ facility for the management of medical 
wastes. 

According to plans, the plant would treat up to 
3,650 tonnes a year of hazardous waste, most of it 
from medical sites. 

The proposals include the construction of a build-

ing to house the main thermal-processing 
equipment. 
An ancillary plant will include a heat exchanger, 
pollution control plant, flare and a 14-metre 
exhaust flue. 


The plans state that the benefits of this proposal 


will include providing a ‘facility to deal with local 
medical wastes which would otherwise have to be 
transported over longer distances, increasing sus- 
tainability of management of a local waste stream.’

A COUPLE have been arrested on suspicion of 
illegal money lending and money laundering fol- 
lowing an operation in Skelmersdale and 
Liverpool. 

Officers seized cash, documentation and elec- 
tronic devices during searches of properties in the 
Digmoor area of Skelmersdale and in Liverpool. 

A 50-year-old woman and a 65-year-old man were 
taken into custody for questioning. They have since 
been released under investigation pending further 
enquiries. 

The England Illegal Money Lending Team worked 
in partnership with officers from Lancashire Con- 
stabulary, Merseyside Police, Lancashire County 
Council and Liverpool City Council Trading Stand- 
ards to execute warrants at two addresses on 
Wednesday, February 16. 

Tony Quigley, head of the Illegal Money Lending 
Team said: “Illegal money lending will not be toler- 
ated and we will continue to work with our partners 
to take action against those who blight our com- 
munities in this way. 

“If you have been offered a cash loan, threatened 
when you couldnt pay, had your bank card taken 
from you as security or if what you owe keeps grow- 
ing even though you are making payments, then 
you may well have been bitten by a loan shark. 

“If you, or anyone you know, has experienced any 
of these things or has any knowledge of loan shark 
activities then contact our team in complete confid- 
ence. We will help you escape the clutches of these 
ruthless criminals.”

POLICE are offering churches the 
use of protective marking equip- 
ment to help prevent York stone 
flags being stolen from church- 
yards. 

It follows a spate of thefts of the 
valuable stone flags from churchyards 
in the county. 

As reported in the Champion last 
week, the latest site to be targeted 
was Ormskirk Parish church when 
more than 20 stone flags were stolen 
on the night of Monday, February 15. 

The offenders are believed to have 
got away in a high-top Ford Transit 
van. 

The incident came just weeks after 
more than 100 stone flags worth 
thousands of pounds were stolen 
from a churchyard in Halsall. 

Ormskirk Police are urging people 
to report suspicious activity and are 
offering protective marking equip- 
ment to churches which can be used 
to securely mark highly desirable 
York stone flags. 

A police spokesperson said: “We are 
investigating several high value thefts 
of York stone from churches around 
the county. 

“York stone is very high value and 
thousands of pounds worth have 
been taken from each establishment, 
each within the space of half an 
hour. 

“We have been looking at ways we 
can protect our religious establish- 
ments and have sourced some 
protective marking equipment, which 
we can use to securely mark the York 
stone flags. 

“We will be visiting as many places as 
we can in the coming weeks.”

as well as providing a facility “for the safe 
destruction of medical wastes, being the 
only viable treatment/disposal option for 
most of the waste the plant will accept.” 

Some residents oppose the plans, claim- 
ing it will have a detrimental impact on 
people’s health and the environment and a 
campaign group called ‘Stop the 
Simonswood Incinerator’ has been formed 
to oppose the plan. 

A resident from Ormskirk contacted the 
Champion and stated people in Kirkby are 
furious about the plans of a medical waste 
incinerator right on the border of their 
town. This is not a matter to be over- 
looked. 

“Even more reason for concern, think 


about how this will affect the countryside, 
local farms and produce.” 

Bickerstaffe Parish Council stated: “The 
site in Simonswood has already been 
developed adversely in the eyes of many 
residents, and further industrialised devel- 
opment needs to be curbed at this 
location.” 

They also stated that “West Lancashire 
Borough Council is working towards zero- 
carbon emissions, another incinerator 
would increase CO2 emissions in the area. 

“The carbon footprint caused by trans- 
portation of medical waste from the source 
would exacerbate this problem also.”

Celebrating women who 
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Life expectancy in Lancs 
fell during the pandemic 


THE health and wellbeing of J 

Lancashire’s residents has been 

revealed in a new report - which has 

shown that life expectancy has 
fallen since the pandemic started. 

The county council’s Public Health 
Annual Report for 2021/22, produced 
by Dr Sakthi Karunanithi, analyses the 
issues affecting people's wellbeing 
and explains the health inequalities 
between different communities. 

It also highlights the effects of the 
pandemic on people’s lives and liveli- 
hoods. 

Some of the main findings of the 
report include: 

e Life expectancy has decreased over- 
all during the last two years. Males 
living in the least deprived communities live 10.3 
years longer than those in the most deprived. The 
gap is 7.8 years for females. 

e The overall health and wellbeing of children in Lan- 
cashire is worse than England when comparing 
local data with national averages. 

e The percentage of people who ‘often or always’ felt 
lonely during the pandemic in Lancashire was 


reported to be 6.1%. For certain 
districts this figure was as high as 
13.5%. 

Some positive issues outlined in 
the report include: 

e Lancashire's carbon emissions 
reduced by more than 32% 
between 2005 and 2019. 

e Health assessments and reviews 
with new mothers and babies 
continued throughout the pan- 
demic, with thousands being 
assessed over the last two years. 

e There is huge potential to increase 
Lancashire’s economy by an 
estimated £8.2billion and 
improvements in productivity 
could help to achieve this. 

Dr Karunanithi, director of public health, said: 
“Covid 19 has had a major impact on our lives and 
livelihoods. Continuing our response to the threat of 
coronavirus is crucial. 

“We will continue to work closely and innovatively 
with our partners to recover key public health out- 
comes and help Lancashire residents to thrive 
through better life chances.”

Hiker who had heart 
attack joins national 
lifesaving campaign 


A DEDICATED hiker from Burscough who had a heart 
attack while getting checked out at Southport 
Hospital at age 54 has put his name to a new national 
lifesaving campaign. 

Elliot Cosgrove, 60, is encouraging people to dial 999 
when they are having early signs of a heart attack. 

The campaign will tackle a number of common heart 
attack myths, after research identified that 70% of 
people in the North West thought a heart attack was the 
same as a cardiac arrest. 

The campaign, which will run until March 31, is the 
first of the NHS ‘Help Us Help You’ campaigns specific to 
heart attacks. 

Elliot said: “I experience what I would call indigestion. 
I’mat that age where I only have to look ata pie or a pasty 
and I get heartburn, so I didn’t pay a lot of attention. 

“In the end, my wife badgered me, so I went in to 
Southport A&E where they monitored me for a few 
hours and I actually ended up having a heart attack in 
the hospital. I remember they were coming in to give me 
a chest x-ray and I said ‘oh, I don’t feel very well’, and 
that was it! 

“They were so great, I had the procedure done on a Fri- 
day and I was out walking the dog on Saturday 
afternoon. I am just so indebted to them, when you think 
what the outcome could have been. 

“I would just say to anyone who is experiencing any 
symptoms at all not to ignore it, just get straight onto 
999. Don't hesitate.” 

Speaking at the launch, NHS North West medical dir- 
ector, Dr David Levy said thousands of deaths could be

prevented with earlier treatment if people recognise the 
vital signs. 

He said: “It is tragic that one in four deaths in England 
are caused by cardiovascular disease. 

“This is the single biggest area where we can save lives 
in the next 10 years and this new campaign is a vital step 
forward on that lifesaving mission. 

“We need to help educate the public to recognise the 
symptoms of a heart attack so they are ready to help 
themselves, their loved ones, and indeed anyone around 
them experiencing a heart attack and know crucially 
when to seek early medical help. 

“Some symptoms are not well known and many are 
easy to pass off as unimportant because they don’t seem 
as severe, but it is never too early to dial 999 in this cir- 
cumstance -and the faster you act, the better the chance 
of a full recovery.”

“Dog owners should remember 
it is lawful for farmers to shoot a 
dog to protect livestock which 
would be distressing for every- 
one involved; and owners can

face a police prosecution if their 
dog is caught worrying live- 
stock.” 

Although the recent attack 
happened in Gtr Manchester, the 
incident has led the RSPCA to 
remind dog owners everywhere 
not to let their dogs distress live- 
stock. 

Farmer Rob Earnshaw, who 
had to put down his two sheep, 


says the actions of irresponsible 
owners needs to be highlighted. 
He said: “The owner would have 
seen this attack as it’s not 
happened in a couple of 
minutes, but it would have prob- 
ably lasted for 10 to 15 
minutes. 

“The ewes were due to lamb in 
April so the attack has also killed 
the lambs they were carrying. 

“Since Covid there have been 
more of these incidents as more 
people have bought dogs and 
people really need to be more 
responsible.”

EDGE Hill University welcomed Speaker of the 
House of Commons, Rt Hon Sir Lindsay Hoyle, 
to campus for his first-hand account of life in 
politics.

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Understanding Care 


Residential care, respite care, nursing care - what's the 
difference? With so many variations when it comes to 
the types of care on offer in care homes, it’s helpful to 
understand what each of these terms mean if you're 
beginning your search.

+ Nursing dementia care 

If the resident living with dementia also has nursing 
needs then nursing dementia care will offer them the 
right kind of support, as nurses are available 24 hours 
a day.

Grants for home 
adaptations 


West Lancashire Borough Council 
offers disabled facilities grants that can 
be used to pay for adaptations such 

as ramps, stairlifts and level access 
showers. 


To qualify for a grant you must be aged 
over 19 and be a home-owner, private 
tenant or housing association tenant 
and live in West Lancashire. 


You must also be disabled or have a 
long-term health condition that restricts 
your ability to carry out basic daily tasks 
such as bathing or getting up and down 
the stairs. An occupational therapist 

or trusted assessor will be asked to 
assess you in your home to determine 
the type of adaptations that you need. 


The grants are usually means tested 
but this is currently being waived so no 
financial assessments will be carried 
out. You will only be assessed based on 
your need for an adaptation.

Bathrooms can also be adapted in 
many ways with the installation of hoists or bath lifts, 
specially adapted showers and wet rooms. 


If you, or Someone you know needs help to do 
everyday tasks or you're worried about falling, speak 
to social services and ask for a home assessment. 


Many small adaptations are often free. Your local 
social services should pay for each adaptation that 
costs less than £1,000. This usually includes things 
such as : 

* Grab rails 

-A concrete ramp or steps 

+ Automatic lighting that come on when someone is at 
your front door 


You might be able to get help with costs for more 
expensive adaptations such as the installation of a 
wet room or the widening of doors around the home. 
You can try to get a grant from the following: 


You can apply to your local council for a disabled 
facilities grant. The grant helps you adapt your home 
to make it suitable for a disabled person. They will 
arrange for an occupational therapist to visit you so 
they can assess your circumstances and see what 
changes you need.

This is largely because VW’s commercial 
vehicles division has made no secret of the 
fact that it’s basically tried to reimagine the T1

two-tone paint job too. In fact, I reckon it’s 
only modern pedestrian safety legislation that’s 
stopped them mounting the spare wheel up 
front.
